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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is the first Office Action on the merits of Application No. 10/786,638 filed on 
02/25/04. Claims 1-9 are currently pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of the invention of group I, claims 1-7 and 9, in the 
reply filed on 1 1/30/05 is acknowledged. 

3. Claim 8 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was 
made without traverse in the reply filed on 1 1/30/05. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hunnicutt 
et al. (US 6,494,804). 

Regarding claim 1, Hunnicutt et al shows a transmission comprising: a plurality of fluid 
passages (valve 825 has a plurality of passages, i.e., 850, 852, 848) configured to transmit fluid 
through the transmission for operating the transmission; and a miniature electric motor 867 
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operatively connected to a moveable blocker 836 positioned in one of said passages for actuating 
movement of the blocker between an open position (col. 5, line 67) in which fluid is allowed to 
flow through the passage, and a closed position (col. 6, line 60) in which the passage is blocked. 

Regarding claim 2, wherein the blocker is operatively positioned between an oil chamber 
(oil chamber to operate the clutch) and an oil sump (oil reservoir) to control the amount of fluid 
flowing from the oil chamber to the oil sump. 

Regarding claim 3, wherein said miniature motor is operatively connected to a 
transmission controller 804. 

Regarding claim 4, wherein the blocker is operatively positioned between a valve body 
channel (valve body 842) and a clutch (see abstract) for controlling the amount of fluid flowing 
to the clutch. 

Regarding claim 5, wherein the miniature motor is positioned in said one of the passages 
and bathed in the fluid (note that actuator 867 is positioned in the valve body 842). 

Regarding claim 7, wherein the miniature motor is characterized by the absence of an 
armature and windings. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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7. Claims 6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hunnicutt 
et al. (US 6,494,804). 

Hunnicutt et al disclose a microvalve that includes the actuator 867 (miniature motor). 
Hunnicutt et al do not specify the dimensions of the actuator 867. It would have been an obvious 
matter of design choice to make the actuator 867 (miniature motor) of Hunnicutt et al to have a 
width of 5mm and the length of 10mm, since such a modification would have involved a mere 
change in the size of a component. A change in size is generally recognized as being within the 
level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). 



Cited Prior Art 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: Dore et al'462 show a motor controlling a valve. Talbot et aP998 show a microvalve 
controlled by an electric current.
